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REMARKS 

This paper responds to the Office Action mailed on July 24, 2008. 

No claims are amended, claims 1-13 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and 
claims 14-34 are added; as a result, claims 14-34 are now pending in this application. 

The presented claims are believed to be directed to subject matter that was allowed in the 
corresponding EP application. 

§112 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 2 and 13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, for 
indefmiteness. Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, for 
indefiniteness. These claims are cancelled. Accordingly, the rejection thereof is no moot. 

§ 102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-7 and 9-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) for anticipation by Kearney 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,424,209). These claims are cancelled. Accordingly, the rejection thereof is 
no moot. 

§ 103 Rejection of the Claims 
Claim 8 as rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kearney (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,424,209) in view Pfaller (U.S. Patent No. 6,329,195 Bl). These claims are 
cancelled. Accordingly, the rejection thereof is no moot. 

New Claims 

Applicant herein adds new claims 14-34. These claims are believed allowable and 
examination thereof is requested. For example, independent claim 14 recites, in part, "a video- 
assisted microscopic observation system to observe the at least one cell culture in the at least one 
cell culture chamber, wherein the video-assisted microscopic observation system comprises a 
camera, a microscope attachment connected to the camera, and a displaceable table on which the 
camera is installed, wherein the observation system includes control software on which approach 
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positions are stored." Applicant can not find these features in the applied documents (Kearney 
and Pfaller).
